Romulus School Board 
trustees unanimously approved a 
$3.1 million deficit reduction plan 
that includes the layoff of at least 
47 teachers, paraprofessionals, 
aides, bus drivers and adminis¬ 
trative staff at their regular meet¬ 
ing last week. 

The cuts came to light after the 
district analyzed the budget for 
the upcoming school year, taking 
into account a $175 increase in 
state aid and escalating retire¬ 
ment and health care costs. 

School board member Celeste 
Roscoe called the cuts “difficult” 

‘This was the hardest thing 
I’ve had to do in four years on the 
board,” she said. “It never feels 
good to make a decision to lay 
people off because these are peo¬ 
ple that live in the community, 
and they have to work.” 

The cutbacks come at a time 
when the 4,300-student district is 
trying to lure pupils back from

charter schools and public 
schools that accept students from 
outside districts, said Dick Kruse, 
a spokesman for Romulus 
Community Schools. 

“Unfortunately, we had to take 
this action,” he said. “We haven’t 
had layoffs in several years, and 
we did the best we could to keep 
the cuts away from students.” 

Included among the layoffs are 
seven teachers, which will save 
the district $423,850; four social 
workers, which will save 
$327,200; five media technicians, 
which will save $215,000; one 
school nurse, which will save 
$96,700 and three custodians, 
which will save another $180,780. 

Jason Salhaney, a teacher at 
Halecreek Elementary School 
and the president of the Romulus 
Education Association, said the 
cuts will have an immediate 
impact on students. 

“The obvious thing that will 
happen is that there will be larg¬ 
er class sizes,” he said. “But the 
thing that we’re mostly concerned

McAnally will replace 
Lynne Mossoian, who accepted a 
new position with Northville 
schools, and Johnson will replace 
Debbie Juriga, who is retiring. 

Dick Kruse, a spokesman for 
the district, said both educators 
are deserving of their new posi¬ 
tions. 

“We’re glad they’re aboard,” 
he said.

Store helps poor women dress well

It : s hard to help people out, 
especially when federal and 
state safety nets are shrinking 
But a Romulus woman 
found a way to do just that last 
month when she opened 
Vintage, a retail consignment 
clothier on Goddard Road in 
downtown Romulus. Now, that 
store - and the concept of help¬ 
ing low income women - is get¬ 
ting some recognition on a fed¬ 
eral level with a visit from 
Jennifer Hawkins, the deputy 
associate director of the White 
House Office of Faith-Based 
and Community Initiatives. 

Tammy Wilson, the owner of 
Vintage, opened the store as a 
means to help low income 
women tap into a good 
wardrobe to go to work, school, 
church, or other activities. 
Wilson, who is married to a 
minister in Detroit, said the 
store is a conventional busi¬ 
ness, but one that will help 
women in need find affordable 
alternatives to the malL 

“Women need these things 
to feel good about themselves,” 


she said. “It’s a necessity, and 
this part of a ministry that I 
believe in. There’s so many 
people in need out there.” 

Vintage officially opened 
doors last month. To start the 
business, Wilson began to take 
a look at her over-stuffed closet 
Then, she turned to her 
friends. 

“Charity really starts at 
home,” she said. “I hope know¬ 
ing the store is here will 
encourage people to donate 
what they can’t use or no longer 
want for someone else to use. 
We’re really hoping this 
works.” 

There is a need in western 
Wayne County - an area that is 
dogged with high unemploy¬ 
ment and an atmosphere that 
is not favorable to people look¬ 
ing for work, especially those 
without a high skill level. The 
clothing at Vintage is not free, 
but Wilson said she made sure 
the prices there are affordable 
- and that the clothing on the 
racks is undamaged. She hopes 
the concept of the store turns 
into a charity like he one she 
runs at her husband’s church. 

Many Vintage shoppers are 


single mothers who are looking 
for work, said Wilsoa 

Though Vintage is a small 
establishment, what it can offer 
to the community is big, said 
Hawkins, who was in Detroit 
visiting various charities and 
services in southeast Michigan. 

“I think this store is good 
example of what we’re trying to 
achieve at a federal level,” she 
said. “This is something creat¬ 
ed in he community that will be 
self-sustaining, which means its 
owners will never have to 
worry abouffiavingUieir feder¬ 
al funding reduced, or getting 
this grant or that grant When 
something is self-fulfilling, its 
likely to last We’d like to see 
this replicated throughout the 
country.” 

Wilson said her clientele of 
poor women and those just 
looking for a bargain is steadily 
increasing. What she said she 
finds most rewarding is helping 
women in transitioa 

“I was a single mother 
before I got married, and I 
know how difficult it is out 
there,” she said. “We’re trying 
to give those women a helping 
hand.” 


IKEA to open doors 
in Canton Township

The new welcome sign in 
Canton Township reads “IKEA.” 

The former farming community 
will become a regional commer¬ 
cial magnet at 9 a.m. Wednesday 
when Swedish furniture giant 
IKEA opens the newest store. 

‘This is Canton’s opening of a 
Broadway show, so to speak,” said 
Trustee Karl Zarbo. “This is the 
first clear destination-type of ten¬ 
ant that we have.” 

The 311,000 square-foot store, 
located at Ford and Haggerty 
roads on the site of the former K- 
Mart, is expected to draw 2 million 
shoppers a year from across 
Michigan, northern Ohio and 
western Ontario. It is the first 
IKEA in Michigan and 28th in the 
U.S. and will have a staff of 400 
working in showrooms, ware¬ 
house and Swedish restaurant 

Canton and IKEA security will 
also be keeping tabs on those 
arriving early for the opening fes¬ 
tivities: a day or two early, that is. 
A sign posted on IKEA entrance 
informs customers they are 
allowed to line up starting 
Monday. 

The first 100 adults in line will 
receive a free armchair and the 
first 100 children younger than 18 
will get a free heart-shaped cush- 
ioa The first 5,000 visitors will get 


an envelope with a random prize 
inside, including vouchers ranging 
from $10 to $250. Visitors through¬ 
out the entire opening weekend 
can enter to win one of 10 $1,000 
gift cards. 

Lt. Robert Kerr said Canton 
police are coordinating with the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation to help control 
traffic near IKEA safely. Tens of 
thousands of shoppers are expect¬ 
ed to motor into the township from 
1-275, where construction work 
will be halted during the entire 
opening weekend. 

Personnel from other jurisdic¬ 
tions, including six Michigan State 
troopers, will help control traffic 
on Fbrd and along 1-275. Westland, 
Northville and Van Buren 
Township are providing two 
motorcycle patrols each. The 
Wayne County Sherriff s office is 
providing four for the grand open¬ 
ing 

Township Supervisor Tom 
Yack said those who use Ford 
Road daily should take the open¬ 
ing traffic with a grain of salt 

“It’s not going to be representa¬ 
tive of the way EKEA traffic will 
impact the community in the 
future.” 

According to IKEA, after three 
months the traffic should settle 
into a more conventional pattern, 
with 65-75 percent of their busi¬ 
ness occurring on weekends.

began seven years ago when she 
was hired to teach fifth grade at 
Halecreek Elementary. She later 


taught sixth grade and the same 
school, and also fifth and sixth 
grades at Romulus Elementary. 
McAnally also served as a grant 
facilitator and North Central 
Accreditation chairperson. She 
earned her master’s degree in 
Educational Leadership from 


Central Michigan University. 

Johnson’s background is equal¬ 
ly impressive. She began her 
tenure in Romulus four years ago 
at Wick, where she taught fourth 
grade. She achieved a consider¬ 
able feat when 100 percent of her 
students passed the Michigan 


Educational Assessment Program 
(MEAP) math test Johnson facili¬ 
tated the summer Jump Start pro¬ 
gram to help at-risk students pass 
the test She earned her master’s 
degree in education from Waldon 
University in Minnesota 

Both McAnally and Johnson 


will continue teaching their class¬ 
es and will work directly under 
the current principals to ensure a 
smooth transition for both 
schools, Kruse said. 

Combined, about 800 students 
attend Romulus and Wick 
schools.

has spent the fund equity, Kruse 
said. 

“We haven’t seen this situation 
in a long time,” he said. “It’s 
indicative of the way things are 
right now, costs for things like 
utilities are going up, and the 
additional state funding does not 
cover that” 

District figures say the schools 
are pay $40 more per student for 
utilities and gasoline, $70 for 
heating, $140 for teacher raises, 
$80 for health care costs, and 


$110 for retirement That equals 
$440 per student - a shortfall of 
more than $265 per student per 
year once the $175 increase in 
state aid is collected. All of those 
things contributed to the finan¬ 
cial outlook, Kruse said. 

Another factor is the loss of 
students. District estimates they 
may have lost more than 750 stu¬ 
dents - and the foundation 
allowance that goes with them. 

Salhaney said he and other 
union members are worried the 
schools are not doing enough get 
those students back 

“It’s the union’s position that 
the district is not doing enough to 
find alternative funding, or 


enough to combat the charter 
schools in the area,” he said. 
“We’ve tried to give them sugges¬ 
tions, like naming rights for facil¬ 
ities, more grant applications, 
things like that 

“We understand the state aid 
issues, and the increasing costs - 
we’ve worked hard as a union to 
help them with that,” Salhaney 
said. “We got a 2 percent split 
raise - that’s far below the rate of 
inflation. We also changed our 
health care to help out” 

Kruse said an emphasis will 
be placed on retaining students. 
He also said the cuts are based 
on the assumption that the 
schools won’t lose any more stu¬ 


dents. 

They won’t know that until 
after the 2006-07 school year 
begins. A new kindergarten 
through fifth grade charter school 
is opening in Taylor, and nearby 
Wayne-Westland Schools is again 
offering schools of choice 

Salhaney said Romulus 
Schools should also consider 
schools of choice. “It’s a gamble, 
because then we may have stu¬ 
dents leave, but I think we have a 
good program here, and I think 
we’d get more than we’d lose,” he 
said. 

Superintendent Joel Carr - an 
outspoken foe of schools of choice 
- will retire in August There’s no 


indication that Carl Weiss, the 
man hired to replace Carr, will 
advocate a change. Weiss is the 
current deputy superintendent of 
Dearborn 7 Schools, which offers 
schools of choice. 

The board approval of the cuts 
allows the four unions in the dis¬ 
trict and the administration to 
work out a plan to thin expenses. 
Most employees will be laid off 
according to seniority in a given 
discipline based on district 
needs, Salhaney said. 

Romulus Community Schools 
was able to avoid layoffs last year 
by offering buyouts to several 
long-term employees. That saved 
the district about $1 million.

Well, another election season is upon us and that means there will 
be plenty of discussion about the many important issues facing the 
State of Michigan and western Wayne County. 

At least we hope so. 

Since many citizens are apt to fire off a letter about these issues, 
and since we want to encourage that type of interaction, this might be 
a good time to fully explain our letter's policy here at The Journal 
Newspapers. 

We will make every effort to fit in letters from readers, but we do 
have a few guidelines that can ease the frustration for all parties. 

First of all, local is the key. We want letters from local people about 
local or state issues. We won’t print chain letters from the Republican 
or Democratic party or the Save the Manatee crowd from Florida. 
Manatees might be wonderful, majestic animals, but you just don’t see 
too many in these parts. 

It is an election season and we want to hear what everyone thinks 
about the ballot proposals that will crowd the November ballot We 
don’t, however, want to serve as a convenient messenger service for 
any candidates for office. Our staff will cover the races and the people 
in them, of course, we just ask that the candidates come up with their 
own campaign literature or buy an advertisement Likewise, letters 
supporting a particular candidate or opposing another will be met 
lukewarmly and at best given a lower priority. 

Length is always an issue. We don’t want to limit anyone’s expres¬ 
sion, but we do need to keep letters at a reasonable length. We have 
recently received letters that have included many salient points, but 
at more than 1,000 words, there’s not a whole lot we can do with them 
without doing a major ‘hack job,’ and it’s important to treat your opin¬ 
ions with the utmost respect We ask that letters be a maximum of 300 
words. We reserve the right to edit them for space—a right we’ll use 
sparingly and only if it does not change the tone of the letter. We want 
to include as many viewpoints as possible and to help ensure that we 
will make our writers compose shorter columns to leave more space 
for you. 

Some newspapers print anonymous letters, others do not We are 
not necessarily opposed to printing them, but we have to have a very 
good reason. We also need the name and telephone number of the 
writer and their signature for verification purposes. Generally, 
though, we think opinions have more impact with names attached to 
them. 

Thank you letters are welcome, as long as they don’t go overboard. 
Ask yourself, is it important to individually thank every single person 
involved in a noteworthy event, or can you identify the key players 
and add the tagline: and more volunteers than we can name. 

There are a couple letters that we won’t print We don’t need to 
hear about it every time someone gets bad service in a restaurant, for 
example. Let’s face it: everyone runs into a greasy potato cake every 
now and then, or a cold FVench fry. 

The final rule comes to us from one of our readers. His letter, print¬ 
ed in full, reads like this: 

To the editor. 

I suggest you consider more carefully the language used by your unit¬ 
ers. The use of“friggin’” in Kevin Hill’s article, “Art may soothe...” is 
entirely unneeded and inappropriate.I suspect both the editors and 
writer are unfamiliar with the word’s definition, masturbation or inter¬ 
course. Then, too, perhaps that’s the image you wish to convey to your 
readers.

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A loss that will hurt our community 


A fifth grader at Hoover Elementary School in 
Wayne faced the looming shadow of a police officer, 
tears bubbling in her eyes. 

She wasn’t in trouble, though—just the opposite. 
She and dozens of other children and their parents 
crowded into the school gym to celebrate another 
DARE, graduation. 

The police officer’s name was Ken Spratke and 
the girl’s name, well, was both not important and 
very important at the same time. 

It was not important because her story was simi¬ 
lar—if a little more extreme—to the others read 
during the graduation. 

It was because the young girl was a Wayne resi¬ 
dent, one of several who could be impacted by bud¬ 
get cuts proposed at the city. 

But I’ll get to that a little later 

Spratke understood the girl’s dilemma. It’s tough 
to do anything in front of that many people, particu¬ 
larly read a touching essay about family problems 
that came out of drug abuse. He kept her at his side, 
arm gently on her shoulder, while he slowly read the 
essay for her. 

She talked about how the DARE, program had 
helped her realize these things and would help her 


stay strong in the future, to be 
her own persoa 

The applause at the end was 
justifiably loud. 



It’s too bad there were no city officials there to 
see it They had been invited, of course, and not all 
of them are busy with day jobs. It might have given a 
little different perspective when they look at pro¬ 
posed budget cuts next week. 

The proposed budget cuts in Wayne could force a 
reorganization in the police department, effectively 
eliminating the program and reassigning Spratke to 
road patrol. 

I think that would be a mistake. 

Police Chief John Williams himself said that if 
anything had to go, the DARE, program might be 
the most expendable. Many departments are mov¬ 
ing away from it after all, and its effectiveness has 
been questioned. But Williams made that statement 
the way a parent would if forced to choose between 
his childrea He doesn’t want it to go away, and the 
community shouldn’t either 

Some departments are looking at dropping the

Who let the dogs out? Who cares? 



The uncontrollable glad-handing has begun as 
candidates vying for municipal, county, state, and 
national offices swing their campaigns into a 
higher gear. 

It happens covertly. At first, there’s just a trick¬ 
le of unexpected faces as current and would-be 
officeholders turn up at a meeting here or there 
to introduce themselves or share their opinion 
with residents present Then, as the August pri¬ 
mary and the November election pull closer, the 
trickle becomes a stream and then a torrent until 
they seem to be everywhere. 

Although I wholeheartedly endorse the effort 
to help residents put a face with a name so that 
they know who they are—or are not—voting for, I 
wish someone could pull the plug on this tradi¬ 
tion. The problem is it gets taken to extremes and 
then it’s not fair to anyone—politician or resident 

My primary objection is that it sets unreason¬ 
able expectations for the future. Sure, voters want 
to believe that the individual they elect truly 
cares about the well being of their community— 
but does that really mean that politicians should 
be expected to forever campaign at ball games 
and free events? And would anyone even want 
them to do so? Not that it matters—that isn’t reali¬ 
ty 

The reality is that except during election years, 
most politicians are seen only sporadically out¬ 
side their immediate sphere, with the rarity of 


their visits directly proportion¬ 
ate to the amount of territory 
they need to cover. Elections 
change that Without a doubt I 
have seen more politicians vying for county, state, 
or federal positions at meetings and activities in 
the past month than I did in the previous six 
months combined. That’s probably a good thing, 
too. After all, if they were perpetually underfoot 
year-round they would never make it into their 
office—which would do nobody any good. 

It also seems patently unfair that individuals 
who will show up and participate only to the light 
of a video camera, sort of like a moonflower blos¬ 
soms only in the evening, can dupe unsuspecting 
residents into believing that they are members of 
that rare breed, officeholders who are actively 
involved in all aspects of a community even when 
they aren’t up for election.

Candidates deserve to be elected 
based on their ideas, not because of their sound 
bites or the firmness of their grip.

Retiree criticizes cuts 

7b the editor: 

I am waiting to you about the proposed 
changes in retiree’s medical benefits. 

My questions to you are: When is a con¬ 
tract a contract? And how long is the city 
council obligated to honor the contracts 
made and approved by previous city coun¬ 
cils? 

I was employed by the City of Wayne full¬ 
time for 29 years. Employee contracts were 
negotiated for each of those 29 years. We had 
good years and lean years during those times 
and there was much give and take. We were 
all also covered by the city charter. City’ of 
Wayne work rules, personnel rules and the 
retirement board. As a full-time employee, I 
was paying 7 percent of my salary into the 
retirement fund. Salary and benefits were 
negotiated each year as part of the contracts. 

At the time of my retirement in 1998. the 
results of all these contracts culminated in 
my retirement package. These results are 
what I count on to sustain me during my 
retirement years. The people of the City of 
Wayne voted to increase retiree’s income by 
2 percent per year for life, all in the name of 
protecting retirees. 

I have been told by Mayor A1 Haidous that 
retirees are not allowed, by law, to form any 
associations or unions and so, in effect we 
have no standing or voice in any of the pro¬ 
posed changes to our retirement benefits. 

I know that things are tough and the coun¬ 
cil is facing many tough decisions. My point 
is this: during the 29 contracts that we negoti¬ 
ated in good faith, we were also faced with 
tough times and lean years and our resulting 
negotiations and benefits reflected this. I 
know that you do not make any changes with 
current employees without going through 
the various labor groups. 

As retirees we are not afforded this con¬ 
sideration, in this aspect we face a consider¬ 
able disadvantage. If we lose any part of 
these benefits, we will never get them back 
because we are now retirees without any 
representatioa Outside of the city council, 
we have no other avenue of recourse. 

Tm sure that I speak for all our retirees 
in saying that we are counting on you to 
honor our contracts and please leave our 
benefits as is.

information and suggestions to the city coun¬ 
cil as a resident and taxpayer of the City of 
Wayne. Not only do I have a history with the 
parks and recreation department but I do 
have vast experience in certain fields and as 
a department manager for the County of 
Wayne. 

I feel that there are many issues involving 
the youth assistance program. As a former 
employee I know a lot about the program 
and I feel that you were not represented 
with accurate numbers. From my experi¬ 
ence many “clients” that used the youth 
assistance program were “repeat offend¬ 
ers,” so the numbers you were given were 
most likely kids that came through the pro¬ 
gram a couple of times a year. 

I also feel, as a mental health profession¬ 
al, that the city should not be involved in 
providing counseling and especially sub¬ 
stance abuse counseling to the citizens of 
our city. Fbr one there are specialized clin¬ 
ics (which I can provide names of) that pro¬ 
vide that type of treatment If a youth is 
using illegal drugs the court should make 
them attend an in-patient facility, not have 
the city provide counseling. The youth assis¬ 
tance program is a prevention program not 
a treatment program. 

The youth assistance program should be 
an independent entity outside of the City of 
Wayne’s funding. In the County of Wayne 
you can see the movement of making many 
of its departments independent authorities. 
I feel the City of Wayne should move in the 
same direction. This would create more 
programs and businesses in this area to 
come into our city and create a competitive 
environment for services. The citizens of 
Wayne will also be able to choose the 
provider of services they want rather than 
dictated that they “have” to attend a coun¬ 
selor that cannot relate to or understand 
them. 

If skipping school is an issue, the local 
school district knows what they need to do 
and it should be up to the school district to 
provide services to keep kids in school not 
the City of Wayne. Substance abuse/use 
should also be the same. 

By making youth assistance an indepen¬ 
dent entity, the city could sell or lease the 
program the building they are in creating a 
cash base in that area and taking the pro¬ 
gram off the budget of parks and recre¬ 
ation. 

In closing, I hope the City of Wayne looks 
at their program and allows it to become an 
independent entity rather than cutting.

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For X-Men fans, watching X-Men III, 
must be like trying to visit with too many 
old friends during a busy reunion week¬ 
end. 

Some you only get a glimpse of, others 
are too full of melodrama to deal with 
and the ones you really want to see are 
either changed too drastically or strange¬ 
ly absent 

So it is in the third installment of the 
film, which features some impressive 
effects, a few spot-on characterizations 
and little else. 

It’s sad, too, because the film brought 
up plenty of interesting concepts. It just 
didn’t have time to follow any of the 
issues on the way to an all-too implausi¬ 
ble ending—even for a movie where peo¬ 
ple can control metal and make others 
disintegrate by concentrating hard 
enough and smiling darkly 

The basic storyline is this: a mutant is 
found that can negate the abilities of 
other mutants. He’s soon socked away in 
a prison and a mutant antibody is devel¬ 
oped, a serum that will permanently 
remove these abilities from the thou¬ 
sands so affected and thereby, presum¬ 
ably, save the human race. They call it a 
cure. 

That word sparks some anger from 
the mutant community, and rightfully so. 
“There’s nothing to cure,” says Ororo 
Monroe, AKA Storm (played by Halle 
Berry). “There’s nothing wrong with us.” 

That’s easy for her to say, though. 
She’s attractive by any standards, can fly 
and control the weather. Who would 
want to give that up? 

Others aren’t so fortu¬ 
nate. Take Rogue ^ 

(Anna Paquin), 


- 
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who absorbs the abilities and memories 
of anyone she touches. She just wants to 
get it on with her boyfriend. Even Hank 
McCoy (Kelsey Grammer), a blue-furred 
long-time comic book favorite who goes 
by the name of Beast He’s the head of 
the Department of Mutant Affairs for the 
U.S. Government but even he’s a little 
tempted by the serum, because, as he 
tells Storm; “Some of us don’t fit in so 
easily.” 

Perhaps most upset about this revela¬ 
tion is perennial X-Men foe Magneto (Ian 
McKellan). “They say they have a cure? I 
say we are the cure,” he tells throngs of 
disenfranchised mutants in a tent com¬ 
munity hidden in the hills that reminded 
me of a hippie commune I once stum¬ 
bled on while hiking in Oregon. 

Sides are drawn and the spark for the 
final conflict ignited. 

The main characters 


from the first two films return: Hugh 
Jackman is Wolverine, Rebecca Romijn 
is Mystique, a shape-shifter more flexible 
than a pipe cleaner, Patrick Stewart 
returns as Professor Xavier, the leader of 
the X-Men and head of Xavier’s School 
for Gifted Youngsters. 

Even Famke Jansen returns as Jean 
Grey, who supposedly died at the end of 
the second film. 

They are joined by others familiar to 
comic book fan boys (and girls) every¬ 
where. The Juggernaut (Vinnie Jones), 
an unstoppable being of immense power, 
makes an appearance for the bad guys, 
as does Eric Dane as the Multiple Man. 

The X-men add a few familiar staples, 
too, in Kitty Pryde (Ellen Page)—who can 
phase through any solid material— 
Colossus (Daniel Cudmore)—who can 


transform himself into metal—and Angel 
(Ben Fbster), who sports an impressive 
pair of white feathered wings. 

Grammer is so perfectly cast as Beast 
that when he utters his famous line: “Oh 
my stars and garters,” it doesn’t sound 
goofy. Now that’s talent 

Jackman personified Wolverine in the 
first two films and he does have some 
hack-and-slash action here that will 
appease fans. His touchy-feely side, 
though, had me rolling my eyes and 
would have probably caused any surviv¬ 
ing members of his Weapon X days to 
laugh hard enough to spit beer out their 
noses. 

As an action movie, X-Men III works. 
As anything else, well, long-time admir¬ 
ers of the comic may be a little disap¬ 
pointed.
